Andi 
the Morning Starre was Captaine Lucens alſoa Pap 
tingale, and had with him a conipanic.' And the 
Lieutenant of the Colonell called Hatheo Ranely, 
with the Sergeant Maior called lohn de Payna, & 
taine Mol ſtemmed and ſunkethis Galley the fag 
lo, and was the ſecond which was fought withand 
drowned. Lucero or the Morning Starre was (temnied 
by Hartman,and firſt of all drowned. The Captaing 
of this Galley was called Callado, whoſe legges were 
both ſhot off and afterwards died in Hartmans ſhip, 
The Galley called the S.Philippo, was ſtemmed 
by Captaine Cerrit Enertſon Oly, wherein were nd 
chiefe officers of the ſouldicrs, but Capraine Rey 
Mendos with his companie, the faid Caprainebe- 
ing dead. The Captaine of this Galley was called 
Dos Rodrigo de Narroys,and was ouerſailed by Gere 
Eneriſon Oly, and was the third that was encountred |

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The Galley called S.lacento had no chiefe Com- 
anders in her, but onely of the ſouldiers, to wit, 
| Camons a Portingale, with a com- 
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ouldiers. 

L/a Spaniard died of ficknes inthe Capo 
wTere,who had alſoa companicin ſome of the 
allies, with another Captaineand his compa- 
whoſe names I could not learne: ſothat they 
#in all nine Companies, to wit, wo Compa- 
' lians, and ſeuen Companies of Portin- 
which were eſteemed to be 90o.ſtrong. The 
fires, or ſlaues which rowed, were in all about 
hundred perſons, and of the oneand other 
ed as after followerth. 

Every Galley had three brafle peeces, as the caſt 
xeswhich were demy Cannons, or Culuerings, 
inthetwo wings on both fides ſmaller peeces, 
nomore Ordinance, 

Captaing Gerrit Exerts ſaued ſome 80. men, to 


ptaine Mol ſaued 49. men, among whom 
refive or ſixe ſouldiers, the reſt wereſlaues. 
ptaine Hartman faued 43, perſons, among 
dm werealſo fiue or ſixe ſouldiers. 
The Admirall S.Zoys (before named) was ſaid to 
inuen aſhore on the land of Schowes, neereto 
KtSes, and was ſuppoſed there to haue peri- 
becauſe ſome of the Oares and other baggage 
ere found floting in the Sea: butſince it is ſaid 
gotthence,and put into Ca{is, where the Go- 
ur attached the lading , and ſet the ſlaues at 
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x.or36.\laucs,the reſt were officers & ſouldiers. '
